Drys Impressed.

There is little disposition to ques- 
tion the picture of conditions as 
Buckner painted it. 

The big question that is yet to be 
settled is whether these conditions 
call for modification or more enforce- 
ment. ‘The wets believe they have 
made a strong case for modification. 
Now the drys have their chance. If 
they make their stand up, 
hope of modification within any rea- 
sonable time will have disappeared. 
The drys, in their opening testimony 
Monday, will mobilize a group of 
women including Mrs. Ella A. Boole, 
president of the W.C. T. U. and Mrs.

/'RELIGIOUS VIEWS 


Did Not Believe in Life 
After Death Even as 
Grim Reaper Stole Up- 
on Him. 


Santa Rosa, Cal., 
Luther Burbank, withered by age, died 
here early today amid the flowering 
fruits and blooms that he created for 
mankind’s benefit. 

The noted horticulturist passed on 
to the great adventure of a hereafter 


in which he had no faith. 
Only a few weeks before the end, 


the great plant wizard had declared 
that he could not believe in a life aft- 
er death. 

And as life ebbed away and he stood 
on the brink he did not falter in his 
convictions. 

Infirm and worn after years de- 
voted to developing and guiding plant 
life, the controversy started by his 
pronouncements on religion and re- 
incarnation contributed to his last ill- 
ness. 

A storm of protest came from reli- 
gious leaders after Mr. Burbank gave 
out his statement declaring himself 
to be an infidel. His home here was 
swamped with letters and telegrams 
condemning his stand. The stress 
he was subjected to in defending and 
explaining his beliefs brought on a 
nervous condition that his 77 years 
could not survive. 

A few minutes before life fled the 
aged patient lapsed into unconscious- 
IT€SS. 

“Oh, doctor, I] am very sick,” 
the last words. They were uttered 
to his physician, Dr. Joseph H. Shaw. 

Gastro-intestinal complications and 
violent hiccoughing had weakened Mr. 
Burbank. 

All hope for him was given up 
last night after a two weeks’ struggl 
by physicians to prolong life. 

At the bedside were his wife and | 
his sister, Mrs. Emma_ Beeson, of 
| Healdsburg. 

Makes Valiant Struggle. 

Fortified by a vigorous constitu- 
tion, which had its roots as deep as 
the ‘flowers and plants he tended, he 
put up a valiant struggle against 
his illness. 

Mr. Burbank always declared that 
his object in increasing the yield of 
plants was to better the condition of 
his fellow men and he died believing

small depositors. 

An official treasury. anouncement 
today said $35,000,000 would arrive 
here tonight on board the Cuban 
crutser Cuba for the federal reserve 
bank branch, and $45,000,000 more 
by Tuesday morning. Government 
funds deposited in the: Royal Bank 
of Canada and the National City 
bank, of New York, were transitory, 
the statement added and with the ar- 
rival of the two shipments, the banks 
would be, in point of actual monetary 
reserve available, the strongest in the 
world. 

A special train left Havana early 
today for cities east of Havana with 
$18,000,000 in currency for the Royal 
Bank of Canada branches in the re- 
public. The run extends throughout 
the island with the Royal Bank of 
Canada the chief sufferer. Cuban 
banks reported no unusual activity. 
Cuban President Reassures Public. 

Reassuring statements by Presi- 
dent Machado, Seeretary of the Treas- 
fury Cartaya and other government 
officials have been pubiished. The 
Federation of Economic Societies, 
which includes chambers of commerce 
and other business organizations, pub- 
lished a-manifesto to the public, as-

standing credit by $256,0v0,000 last 
year to the largest total—about $1,- 
500,000,000—since the close of 1921, 
it was shown today in the annual re- 
port of the federal r-serve board for 
1925. 

‘In ao previous, year,” 
declared, “has the course of events, 
both at home and abroad, afforded a 
broader scope for the operation of the 
reserve banks or shown more fully the 
strength and usefulness of the reserve 
system.” 

The increase in credit, it was ex- 
plained, resulted from an advance 
of about $135,000,000 to meet an ex- 
port demand for gold coincident with 
the restoration of the gold standard 
by England; $65,000,(°9 of it was 
due to a growth in domestic currency

‘Three Bills of Major Im- 


portance Await Action 
Before Close of Session 
on Thursday. 


Today the house and senate wil 
begin the work of drawing to a close 
the extra sessions of the general as- 
sembly, with sine die adjournment 
scheduled for Thursday afternoon. 

In disposing of the highway bond 
issue proposal last week the house 
removed from the assembly's consid- 
eration the last outstanding item ona 
tlre calendar, but several ‘general’ bills 
remain. 

The calendar of the house has not 
been prepared but the senate today 
will continue debate on a house bill 
which would establish a state normal 
schoo] at Americus. Sine 
lutions which came from the house 
last Friday too late for considera- 
tion on that day, also will be on the 
calendar of the upper body. 

Three measures of general import 
are before the house in the numerical 
order of their introduction, and a 
meeting of the rules committee has 
been called for 9 o’clock this morning 


'to determine which shall be consider- 


ed first. Cae, a constitutional amend- 
ment, proposes that the governor be 
permitted to borrow $3,500,000 for the 
prompt payment of school teachers, 
The author is Representative Stark, 


of Whitfield. 

A bill to provide classification tax, 
and one to provide for standardiza- 
tion of school buildings also are on 
the house schedule. Further down the 
list are two bills designed to change 
the state highway system. 

The house today is expected to 
transact business in a hurried fash- 
ion. Practically all of the. measures 
available for consideration liave been 
discussed freely during the session 
and in order that legislation can be 
enacted before Thursday it will be 
necessary for the house to pass on 
measures tomorrow. Each bill must 
be read on three different days. 

The defeat of the $70,000,000 high- 
way bond proposal featured the last 
week of the assembly's session and 
marked the culmination of efforts 
which would have proposed to the peo- 
ple that the bonded debt of the state 
be increased to build a county-seat- 
to-county-seat payed highway.

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MANY BADLY HURT 


AS BLAST RIDDLES 
ULE FIRM SHIP 


Bodies Are Hurled Hun- 
dreds of Feet in Air as 
Cargo of Huge Tanker 
Explodes. 


VICTIMS SLEEPING 
WHEN DEATH CAME 


Shipping and Wharves 
Threatened by Flames 
as Sides of Tanker En- 
close Inferno. 


} Port Arthur, Texas, April 11.—(#) 
Trapped as they slept in their berths, 
25 seamen were burned to death in an 
explosion of gasoline on the oil tank- 
er Gulf of Venezuela in the harbor 
here early today. Eleven others were 
injured, eight seriously. Two mem- 
bers of the crew were missing, but are 
believed to be among the dead. 

The men met their fate in a caldron 
of boiling gasoline. The tanker was 
alongside the dock where 85,000 bar- 
rels of high-test gasoline had been 
pumped into her yesterday as she pre- 
pared to carry the valuable fuel to 
Atlantic ports. The men, hours be- 
fore, had gone to sleep in their quar- 
ters aft, and Captain John Charlton, 
of Philadelphia, was asleep in the of- 
ficers’ quarters forward. 

Explosion Heard Miles. 

The dock and the ship’s harbor lay 
‘quiet when the early morning dark- 
ness was rent by an explosion that 
could be heard for miles. A pillar of 
burning gasoline leaped 100 feet into 
thé sir. The flash was blinding. It 
was followed quickly by several minor 
explosions. 

In a few seconds several sailors in 
flames appeared on deck and jumped 
into the water, their bodies going 
through the air like flaming rockets. 
These men were saved, but they were 
badly burned. There were shrieks as 
a few of the men struggled for life 
within the steel hull that was their 
burning coffin. The ship was a great 
steel box of leaping fire and rolling 
smoke. 

The explosion was in the men’s 
quarters. Captain Charlton, virtually 
knocked from his bed, rushed to the 
deck in a daze. He saw burning cil 
all about him. He attempted to make 
his way to the men’s quarters but a 
} sheet of* fire stopped him. With his 
night clothing scorched, he stumbled 
from the ship onto the dock. 

Sailors Are Burned. 

There he found several sailors who 
were slightly burned, but still able to 
keep their feet. Others were lying 
injured on the dock, 

Within a few minutes, the night 
crew from the Gulf Refining compa- 

s plant near the harbor reached the 
burning vessel. They first brought a 
chemical engine into play and began 
pouring several streams of chemicals 
on the now white-hot sepulehre. The 
Port Arthur fire department followed 
shortly, but water was only an en- 
couragement for the flames.

Roughly the civie center would be 
located in that section of Atlanta 
bounded by Hunter, Pryor and Mitch- 
ell streets and Capitol avenue. ‘The 
state capitol would be on the eastern 
side, the proposed city hall on the 
south, the present courthouse on the 
west and a proposed federal building 
on the north. If the northside prop- 
erty has been acquired by railroads 
as has been reported a handsome pas- 
senger station could occupy the space

“In the accompanying drawing,” 
Mr. Bleckley says, “for the proposed 
Atlanta civie center, advantage has 
been taken of the present capitol 
building as the keynote to the scheme. 
By increasing the size of the present 
courthouse which will be ultimately 
necessitated, it brings the center of 
the capitol and the center of the 
courthouse upon the same axis line 
from east to west. Upon the left and 


offices :and to the north, is seen a proposed 


federal building and post office, ad- 
jacent to the railroads and fronting 
on Hunter street and upon the same 
axis line to the south is located a 
proposed city hall, fronting on Mitch- 
ell street. 

“Immediately upon the 
the crossing of the east and west 
and the north and south axis lines 
it is proposed to erect a Woodrow 
Wilson war memorial, containing the 
names of all the men who fell dur- 
ing the world war in Fulton county.

Fairbanks, Alaska, April 11.—Cap- 
tain George H. Wilkins and Pilot 
Ben Ficlsen again have flown suc- 
cessfully the 560-mile transmountain 
hop to Point Barrow, northernmost 
colony of Alaska. Yesterday morning 
their monoplane, The Alaskan, whisk- 
ed up 3,500, pounds of freight, most- 
ly gasoline, from here and set it down 
safely on the Barrow landing field 
the same afternoon. 


The explorers today reported their 
arrival |.y means of the small radio 
set carried in their plane. They had 
reported hourly en route and we had 
heard their messages perfectly until 
they had sped 300 miles through the 
air. Then we lost them temporarily. 
Their last message while en route was 
sent while they were flying 100 miles 
an hour about 40 miles north of the 
6.000-foot Endicott mountain range. 
This 300-mile transmission on short 
wave length from speeding plane 
is regarded by our experts here as re- 
markable, 

Captain Wilkins did not drop food 
for the dogs of the overland party of 
the expedition as he had intended 
to. do. However, A. Macolm Smith, 
leader of the party, has returned 
from his food search bringing ample 
reindeer meat with him and after a 
few days of conditioning, the dogs of 
the overland party will be ready to re- 
siume the journey to Barrow.

lowed to retain more than 40 per 
cent of the interest. <A foreign cor- 
poration owning stock in the Mexi- 
can companies would be required to 
dispose of it by 1936. Mr. Saenz 
contended that these provisions are 
not retroactive or confiscatory in ap- 
plication to interests acquired prior 
to passage of the law. 

One provision of the law is to the 
effect that an alien must accept with 
reference to oweership of property 
the status of a Mexican national and 
renounce the right to appeal to his 
government for intervention: to pro- 
tect his rights. Secretary Kellogg took 
exception to this. 

The Mexican government refused 
to modify the provision requiring an 
alien to renounce the right to invoke 
the protection of his government but 
Mr. Saenz conceded in qualified 
terms the soundness of Mr. Kellogg's 
contention that the foreign govern- 
ment gwould still have the right to 
intervene for the protection of its na- 
tionals,
